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William A. and Frocine El] Murr Daggett 

William Abraham Daggett, Senior, a prominent businessman in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi, was born in Schwer, Syria (now called Lebanon) on 
November 12, 1883. His mother’s name was Anastasia Granhan, and his 
father’s name was Abraham N. Daggett. 

William; his mother Anastasia, two sisters, Shums and Fannie; two 
brothers, James A., and another (name unknown) migrated to the United 
States in 1898, leaving their father in Lebanon. Their dream to come to 
America had come true. 

They came via Ellis Island and began their lives in East Port, Maine, 
making their living by peddling fine lace, traveling by foot from East Port 
to Portland, Maine. While living in Maine, one brother, the youngest, 
whose name is unknown drowned. Later William and his family moved to 
Thibodeaux, Louisiana. We are not sure why William and his family ended 
up in Louisiana after leaving Maine except he had a Aunt, Mrs. Ammen 
Shaheen that lived near Thibodeaux, White Castle, and Raceland, Louisiana. 

His sister Shums married T. Mickal and Fannie married E.A. Kihyet. 
His younger brother James A. (Jimmy) died in a Marine Hospital in New 
Orleans, Louisiana, at the young age of twenty-one. He was a wireless 
Telegraph Operator and lived in Pascagoula, Mississippi. 

Hearing about the great opportunities along the Mississippi Gulf Coast, 
William, his mother and brother Jimmy moved to Pascagoula, Mississippi. 

On September 29, 1912, William married Frocine Micheal El] Murr in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, at the home of his sister Shums and brother-in-law, 
T. Mickal. Frocine’s father was named Nakhoul El Murr and her mother’s 


name was Karlmee Hamoush. 
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Frocine migrated to the United States via Ellis Island in 1911 with 
her sister Adgia, her brother-in-law (Mitchell Owen) and their son Tofie. 
Later Frocine’s sister, Melvina and her husband, Frank Moses, along with 
her brother Johnny, came to America. Frocine lived in Gulfport, Mississippi 
with her sister, Adgia, until she married William A. Daggett. 

William and Frocine had nine children. Their first son died a few 
hours after birth in 1913, and is buried in the family pot. Yvonne married 
Harding William’s. Evelyn married Thomas Habeeb. Olga married William 
Smith. James (Jimmy) married Betty Landers. James (Jimmy) died 
suddenly on January 1, 1995 while vacationing in Gatlinburg, Tennessee 
with his wife and son Robert. Melvina married Charles Warner. William, 
Jr., (Bobby) married Mary Jones. Ellen and Adeline remained single. 
William and his family lived in an apartment above the Krebs Grocery 
Store on Krebs Avenue. 

William’s first store in Pascagoula was called “The Daggett Racket” 
store and was opened around August 23, 1907, the stock consisting of dry 
goods and notions. The store was on the corner of Delmas Avenue and 
Canty Street, known as the Valverde Building. In March, 1912, he moved 
into his new quarters in the Seaton Old Building on Krebs Avenue and 
Kerr Street (now Magnolia Street) next door to the Seaton new concrete 
building. With time his business increased and this move was necessary for 
larger quarters due to the increase of his stock of goods. 

On May 15, 1917, he leased a store on Krebs Avenue. The name of 
the store was “Daggett’s”, and was one of the largest department stores in 
Pascagoula. Included in the lease was a home adjacent to the store where 


Mr. Daggett and his family lived. The lease provided for the use of one 
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stall, and shelter for one wagon. Later in years the building became “ The 
Standard Furniture Store”. 

_ In February of 1924, William purchased the Westfaul home at 356 
Krebs Avenue, now 711 Krebs Avenue. The home was built by Frederick 
Westfaul in 1897. Family members lived in the home until 1980, at which 
time it was sold to the law firms of David Kihyet, Claude Bilbo and Pat 
Watts. 

The “Big House”, as it was called by the family and grandchildren, 
was placed on the “National Register of Historical Places” in January, 1992 

In March, 1927, William moved his department store across the 
railroad tracks to the comer of Delmas Avenue and Kerr Street (Kerr Street 
is now called “Magnolia Street”). On August 25, 1930, he moved his 
business, along with his family, to Gulfport, renting the home while he was 
away. His store in Gulport was located at 14th Street next to the Chicago 
Shoe Store. 

Moving back to Pascagoula around 1933, he opened another 
department store on Delams Avenue across from the Scranton/Pascagoula 
Fire Station. 

About 1935, he closed his department sore and traveled throughout 
Mississippi selling various articles of clothing. 

Around 1942, he worked at the shipyard in Chickasaw, Alabama, 
commuting back and forth each day. Later, he began working at “Ingalls 
Shipbuilding Corporation” as a burner/tacker. After the war, he was 
employed by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife as a Security Guard, then retiring 


later in life. 
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William was a member of the Old Fellow Lodge, the Masonic Lodge #419 
F&AM in Pascagoula, and was a volunteer Fireman for the 
Scranton/Pascagoula Fire Department. He was made a Master Mason on 
March 13, 1930, and a paid-up member of the Masonic Lodge on 
November 13, 1956. 

Frocine died in Pascagoula, July 10, 1958, and William died in 
Pascagoula on December 18, 1963. They are buried in the family plot at 
the “Greenwood Cemetery” in Pascagoula. His sister Fannie, brother Jimmy 
and mother Anastasia are also buried in the Greenwood Cemetery. 

“Uncle Willie”, as he was called by friends and relatives, was noted 
for the beautiful “Red Geraniums” and “Easter Lilies” which grew in the 
front yard of his home. 

William and Frocine have been officially registered in “The American 
Immigrant Wall of Honor’, by the Statute of Liberty-Ellis Island Foundation. 
Both William and Frocine were members of the Greek Orthodox 

Church. Not having one in Pascagoula, they joined St. John’s Episcopal 

Church on Live Oak Avenue in Pascagoula and they were members of the 
church until their death. A cross of Jesus called “The Resurrection” hangs 
in front of the altar at St. John’s. The cross was given in loving memory 


of Frocine and William by the Daggett family, relatives and friends.

THE DAGGETT FAMILY 


William Abraham Daggett, who was born in Schwer, Syria (now 
Lebanon), emigrated with his mother, two sisters and two brothers to the 
United States in 1898 and first settled in East Port, Maine, then to Thibodeaux, 
Louisiana, and then to Pascagoula. 


On September 29, 1912, William married Frocine Micheal El Murr. 
Frocine emigrated to the United States in 1911 with her sister, brother-in-law 
and their son Tofie. 


William and Frocine had nine children, a son who died shortly after his 
birth in 1913; Yvonne Williams; Evelyn Habeeb; Olga Smith; James Daggett, 
who died January 1, 1995; Melvina Warner, widow of Charles Warmer, who was 
killed in the Korean Crisis; William Daggett, Jr.; Adeline Daggett, who died on 
April 1, 1998; and Ellen Daggett who died on August 16, 1998. 


William Sr.’s first store in Pascagoula was “The Daggett Racket” -- dry 
goods and notions on the corner of Delmas and Canty. It opened August 23, 
1907, and then other and larger stores followed on Krebs and Magnolia. 


In February 1924 William purchased the family home at 711 Krebs 
Avenue, which had been built in 1897 and where family members lived until 
it was sold in 1980. 


William and Frocine were members of the Greek Orthodox Church. They 
joined St. John’s Episcopal Church where they were members until their deaths. 
A cross of Jesus called “The Resurrection” hangs in front of the altar, given in 
memory of William and Frocine. 


Today we have the blessing of new choir robes given by friends, relatives 
and family in memory of Adeline and Ellen Daggett. In the past Ellen and Melvina 
sang in the choir and long ago Evelyn and Yvonne played the old-fashioned organ 
that was hand-pumped by Olga, while Adeline carried the cross.
